Since The Daily suspended pub- 
lication for the Chrlstnnas and New 
Year's holidays, honours to McGill 
men have indicated strikingly 
how great and how far flung the 
University's war service has been. 
In the honours lists of recent date 
it was clear at a glance that McUill 
graduates and former students were 
well represented. But few of the 
readers realized, perhaps, that the 
McGUl awards comprised a total 
unequalled in any similar period 
since the war began. According to 
the University War Records, the 
honours since December IS now

number seventy, with the total 
probably still not quite complete- 
Making up the total were the fol- 
lowing awards: Companion of the 
Order of the Bath, 1; Commander 
of the Order of the British Empire. 
7; Officer of the Order of the Brit- 
ish Empire, 11; Member of the Or- 
der of the British Empire, 7; Dis- 
linuguished Service Order. 2; Mili- 
tary Cross, 2; Distinguished Flyinf! 
Cross, 7; Air Force Cross, 3; Mili- 
tary Medal, I; Itoynl Red Cross 
first class), 1; Mentioned in Des- 
patches, 24; Mentioned in Des- 
patches posthumously: (Lieut. Mit- 
chell Stcrlin, B.Sc. '42. Royal Can- 
adian Regiment): and United. States 
Silver Star, posthumous, award 
(Lieut. Waller George Epply, M.D. 
'41, U.S. Naval Reserve). 

Probably no honoiir In all those 
listed above is more essentially 
McGiU's than the appointment of 
Brigadier . J. C. Meakins, R.C.A. 
M.C.. Dean of the Faculty of Med- 
iclnc to be a commander of the 
Military Division of the Order of 
the British Empire. 

In the Great War of 1014-1918 
Brigadier Meakins served overseas 
as Major with Number 3 Canadian 
General Hospital and later as a 
Lieut.-Col. in other Canadian Army 
Medical Corps formations. In the 
present war, he has recently re- 
turned to his post as Dean of Med- 
icine at McGIll after two years 
service at "National Defence Head- 
of duty overseas as Deputy Direc- 
tor-General of Medical services for 
the Canadian Army. ' . 

He has been of indispensable 
service to Canada in tlie; present 
war and was responsible for out-

The unit will be transferred as 
a whole, with no option of join- 
ing the U.N.T.D. 

Arrangements were completed 
for the transfer at a meeting of the 
McGill Joint Services Committee 
held Friday afternoon. The action 
was taken in accordance with in- 
structions received from Ottawa 
authorities.

Last year's natioinvide appeal by the Cana- 
dian Red Crosa Society aet Quebec's quota at 
' almosi one<quarter of the ten million dollars

This year, McGiU's Drive is shooting for the 
same mark: one dollar per student. Although 
the Red Cross, like all other drives sponsored 
by the War Council, is a for a thoroughly es* 
sentiil and praiseworthy purpose, many ré- 
questE are met with the question: "What is the 
mouey for?" For those who have been contribute 
ing without asking; for those who would like to 
contribute but are also curious as to the ultimate 
good of their dollar; and for those who must 
needs know the details of the Red Cross' ex- 
penditures, the following account is digested 
from a report made during last year's drive: 

Htlj of the money obtained from the cam- 
paign will go for prisoner-of-war parcels,' one 
of which is designed to reach ever}' British and 
Canadian prisoner each week. 

One-tlhird buys hospital supplies and mate- 
rials for "the comforts which Canadian women 
knit." 

More than om-Unlh is given in .grants to 
"navy and merchant marine, St. John Ambul- 
ance aiid similar agencies." 

One tenth is given to the Red Cross Societies 
of Chiqa, Yugoslavia, Greece, Belgium, Po)and, 
Free France, and the Netherlands, in varying 
anneqnte. 

Another tenth goes to ineet domestic rèquire- 
tt)ents, while a little less than one-tenth is re^ 
quired for thè Blood Ponor ser\-ice. In «dditiop, 
there are peveral smaller servicep, Red Crofs 
Cûrps,^ Information, Hostels, Administrations, 
^nd cairipaign 4nd publicity expenses, making 
up togèther about half of one-tenth. 

Thefe services and expenditures overlap each 
other considerably, but the list shows what a 
wide range of benefits are promoted by tlic Red 
Cross Society in easing the wounds of a world 
%i war, in maintaining on the battlefields and 
in the prison-camps themselves the hoartet^ing 
sparks of home and civilization. 



WM'8 the Matter ? 

It is with regret that we note that the 
reispanlse to the appèql for new veils for Ôld 
McGill ha$ Ihuis far been deplorably small. The 
vocal prowess of( lie students has always been 
considered a good'îndé.v of the essential spirit of 
a university; those who remember the glorious, 
temporarily bygone days of intercollegiate com- 
pétition will recall that the rivalry between op- 
piaehta was comnioply just as vigorous between 
cjjeerrléadèrs as it' was between thé players and 
coaches directly involved.

Current Commentary on the Entertainment Scene 

The Daily Focusses Its Critical Eye 

Chekhov's *Cherry Orchard* Given Excellent Production by 
rMEA.—r. W.H.À. Little Theatre - Color Prints 
On Display at R.V.C.— Events This Week 



"Tha Cherry Orchard" 

In the miterable dramatic bar- 
renness of the city, it is very, very 
seldom that the permanent classcis 
of the theatre are ever aeen; for 
the hardy oases that are our ama- 
teur groups, understandably pre- 
ferring discretion to valor, com- 
monly restrict themselves to un- 
dertakings of lesser magnitude, 
lesser compiexity, and lesser repu- 
tation. It is therefore with unusual 
pleasure . that we look back 'on a 
single month which has brought 
us an excellent "Everyman" by 
our own English Department at 
McGill, and now a performance of 
Chekhov's "The Cherry Orchard" 
by the Y.M.H.A..Y.Mr.H.A. Little 
Theatre which may frankly be de- 
scribed as unexpectedly effective. 

Chekhov's play ,ln the best tra- 
ditions of the Russian theatre, is a 
matter of conflict rather than of 
action. If left to its own momentum, 
it is essentially static and not In- 
frequently obscure; it is, therefore, 
a major problem in direction and 
a slightly secondary one in acting 
—which analysis is perfectly illus- 
trated fay the Little Theatre's cur- 
rent production. 

The direction has been entrusted 
to Herbert Whittaker, whose acti- 
vities as drame critic, playwright, 
and director are rather familiar 
components of the local scene. The 
cast Is a random admixture of "Y", 
veterans and comparative novices, 
and stands up especially well in the 
strength it derives from the latter. 
Whatever may be said in debit, it 
must be stated at the outset that, 
despite a slew first scene, in its 
overall dimensions "The Cherry Or- 
chard" is well done and certainly 
well worth seeing, 

Easily the best actor on the stage 
was Adolf Mueller, whose role of 
the student Trophimov bears the 
prophecy of the rising Revolution. 
It is a tribute to him that he docs 
not need a full facility with the 
English language In order to com- 
pel his audience's attention; his 
clearly impressive competence im- 
bues the part with all its required 
conviction and significance, and he 
commands the stage so readily 
when ho speaks that one feels sure 
such domination was Chekhov's 
original intention. 
' Fran Malls as Mme.' Ravensky, 
apart from an occaslpnal lapso ot 
enunciation, was as usual a very 
good actress; in moments such as 
her daydream at the window over- 
looking her. orchard, she found fine 
little peaks of Inspirationi Gordon 
LIghtstonc' as Gayev was excellent, 
often almost brilliant, in his diffi- 
cult and wide-ranged role. Bertha 
Mcrovitz as Varya was so steadily 
capable as to anchor the play when- 
ever she was on the stage. 

Charles Lewis played Lopakhin 
well, if sometimes a little heavily 
or unevenly. Sol Cohen as Firs, 
Clar4 Horn as Charlotte, and Leo 
Shuster as the tramP «H mads ex- 
cellent contributions. Isobel Wein- 
rauch was a decorative and appeal- 
ing Anya, licking only a little re- 
laxation of manner and variety of 
intonation. Phil Bordensky's Epik- 
hodov was cleverly and comically 
done; and Henry Ramer as Pistchik 
Lou ZIger as Yasha, and Esther 
Cummtngs as the pert tnald Duny- 
asha were in most respects assets 
to their roles. 

The lion's share of credit must 
go to Mr. Whittaker. for a meticul- 
ous understanding of the play; for 
a tet-design which in the second 



R.V.C. ExhibiHon 

The collection of modern colour 
prints on display at R.V.C. is an 
other example of the originality 
and effort shown by the Program 
Committee of the Women's Union 
in their choice of material. Exhibi- 
tions ot any type are rare enough in 
the city, but exhibitions of luch in* 
terest and high artistry as has been 
featured by the Women's Unîôn.în 
their current series are • Indeed a 
pleasure. Thé prinU, assembled 
Jntt before the outbreak of the 
war, consist mainly of lithograpns, 
iinocuts, monotypes and woodcuts. 
Each process is something unique, 
and this display gives an excellent 
picture of how each different me- 
thod may be handled. 

The lithograph appears to be the 
most popular medium used, and the 
colour seems more easily blended. 
The Fishing Boats, by T. Edwin La 
Dell Is one of the best of these, with 
its dull, murky waters and grlnuny 
quay of Folkestone. Margaret 
Lalng's portrayal of The Dying 
■Year is another sombre work yet 
vivid. More colourful is Kenneth 
Hath's and the Storm at Achille by 
M. Alleync with their warm, giow- 
<ng reds. 

In the woodcuts, a method of fine 
lines is used. Delicate, detailed lin- 
ing and almost pasted colouring are 
the chsracteristles ot the prints of 
Geoffrey Wales, Gwendolen Rav- 
erat and Agnes Miller Parker, this 
last showing an extreme develop- 
ment in the minute details. In dir- 
ect contrast to this is The Fall by 
Mabel A. Royds, a woodcut with a 
minimum number of small lines, 
showing the sweeping movement 
and bubbling turmoil of a water- 
fall. 

The lindcuts and monotypes, in- 
cluding the colourful works of 
Ronald Frierson and Sybil An- 
drews, aro also varied and inter- 
esting. The exhibition will remain 
until January 28, and it is well 
worth the while of' every student 
to sec it.
